parents. It was at a time when he 
; Was at war with the longshoremen of 
Buffalo and seeing himself beaten, he 
threatened to ruin Buffalo as a cen- 
tre of grain transhipment by estab- 
lishing vast elevators at Montreal and 
Port Colborne, the southerly entrance 
of the Welland Canal. Hon. Richard 
Harcourt acted as his Canadian repre- 
| sentative and the proposal went so far 
| that when a party of Fenians tried to 
’ blow uP the Welland Canal, it was 
generally believed for a few days that 
the conspiracy was the work of Buf- 
{alo grain-scoopers, grown desperate 
at the thought that Conners was go- 
ing to permanently destroy their 
means of livelihood. Shortly afterward 
a settlement was reached between 
Connors and the ‘“Scoopers,” and he 
immediately laid down on the Cana. 
dian proposal. Whether it was a bluff 
from the start, it is difficult to say. 
As a matter of fact, the proposition

Veteran of Many Battles. 


The Hon. Maurice Raymond Gif 
ford, C.M.G., who intends, if possible, 
to come to Canada to participate in 
the union of Riel Rebellion veterans 
upon the occasion of the 2lst anii- 
versary of the capture ot 
served as a private in Capt. French's 
scouts during the rebellion, Although 
called scouts, the little troop raised 
at Fort Qu’Appelle by Capt. French 
was really an independent cavalry 
troop, doing very little real scouting 
duty. The men had to supply their 
own arms, horses and equipment and 
were paid five dollars a day. Young 
Gifford and a number of other young 
English gentlemen were farming in 
the Qu Appelle Valley at the time, and 
with the advergareus a abe uveir 
kind, they readily enrolled themselves 
for the campaign, Gifford, who is the 


fourth son of Baron Gifford of Amprey | 


Park, Gloucestershire, had been edu- 
cated on the training ship Worcester 
and had for a short time served as an 
ofticer in the mercantile marine. In 
1882 he left the sea and went to Egypt 
as galloper for a newspaper correspon 
dent, at the end of the campaign com- 
ing to Canada, going to the North- 
west and taking up land. Few who 
participated in the campaign of Iss 
associnted the private of French's 
corps with the heroie Gifford of the 
Metabele campaign of 1895, When the 
Metabele campaign of 1816 occurred 
he raised two troops of irregular cay:

_The drawing represented an old 
Nottingham public-house and its very 
stout landlord, with a bibulous-look- 
ing policenlan saying, “Time, gentle. 
men, please,”” The delighted proprie- 
tor gave the young artist five shillings 
for it, and hung it in his tap-room. 

When he wus seventeen the young 
aftist turned his footsteps towards 
London, where hard work soon took | 
him into a foremost place.

Mr. Browne’s work, and, indeed, of | 
his whole life. He had a fund of |

Old Easter Beliefs. 


That the sun danced upon the morn- 
ing of Waster Day was a common be- 
lief among our Anglo-Saxon ancestors, 
and lads still rise early on Barter 
Sunday morning in Rhineland in the 
hope of seeing the orb of day give 
three miraculous leaps for joy. 

An old English Easter Eve rite war 
that of extinguishing all the fires in 
connection with the churches and 
then lighting them anew ceremonious- 
ly. An entry concerning this custom 
occurs in the churchwardens’  ac- 
counts of §t. Mary-at-Hill, London, 
in the year 1507, being a payment of 
sixpence “for a quarter of coals for 
the hallowed fire on Easter Eve.” 

England once had a custom pecu- 
liar to herself and to no other nation; 
for Good Friday “was the day on which 
rings were blessed by the kings of 
England, and afterwards given away 
as remedies for the cramn, fever, and 
falling sickness, These ‘medicinable”’ 
rings were held in high favor, and 
even recommended by the physicians 
of the day; for Andrew Boarde, in 
his “Breviary of Healthe’ (1557) says, 
“the kynges majesty hath a great help 
in this matter in hollowing crampe 
ringes, and so given without mony or 
petition.”

Professor Bolley, of North Dakota, is 
Carrying Out a Very Useful 
Experiment 


Fargo, N. D.—The new line of in- 
vestigations being conducted by Prof, 
H. L. Bolley, ot the North Dakota 
Agricultural college on wheat wilt 
and wheat soil sickness are attract- 
ing. 4 great deal of attention from the 
grain men all over tae country. 

Prof, Bolley’s discovery of a method 


of treating potato scab, his develop. | 
nent of the formaldehyde treatment | 


for sinutty wheat and his internation. 
al reputation as a flax wilt) expert 
nave caused both the grain and the 
scientific men to pay more attention 
to his present line of work. He finds 
there are five distinct diseases now 
damaging the wheat and the soil of 
this state, 


ing if all of these are equally serious, 
or it only two or three are doing the 
real damage. 

‘That the situation is serious is ad- 
mitted by grain men and the discov. 
ery of Prof. Bolley that the wheat wilt 
and wheat soil sickness affects not 
only wheat, but also barley and oats 
seeded on the same land is the most 


serious phase. Flax wilt) and flax 
sick soil injured only flax and = the 
crop rotation methods were more 
easily upplied.  Witn three main 


crops affected by the wheat wilt the 
rotation will be much more difficult, 

Experiments so far indicate that 
clean seed on infected soil produces 
damaged grain, that infected wheat on 
fresh, clean soil gets bad results. This 
Necessitates great care in the treat. 
ment of the seed grain by formalde. 
hyde and also crop rotation. The pro- 
fessor insists that the best method of 
jeuring the soil is through cultivated 
crops and proper aeration of the soil. 

So far his theories seem to place 
some doubt as to the old idea of the 
exhaustion of soil fertility. © There 
also is a possibility that the spread- 
jing of fertilizers on land may not be 
as beneficial as is sometimes claimed, 
The latter is at least a well-known 
source of soil infection from infected 
straw that had been used in the 
stubles.
